One of the most avid students 
of frontline 
tonsorial -architec- 
ture is Pvt. Bradford McCuen of 
Chazy, N. Y., who has tabulated 
the varieties of standard • soldier 
haircuts developed by First In- 
fantry Division 
clipper artists. 
He has summarized the results of 
his studies.

wrote, "it is possible to observe 
the following styles readily: 


"The soupbowl hairdo — there 
is always a ragged wisp of hair 
at the nape of the neck indicat- 
ing where the bowl was chipped.

thorough orchard 'cleanup pro- 
gram. He proposed the following 
complete sanitation program: 


Eliminate dead and split bran- 


ches, punky wood and old pruning 
studs. Thin branches sufficiently 
to adml't^spray'material, and re- 
duce tne height of tall .trees by 
cutting back to more or less hori- 
zontal laterals. Burn primings be- 
fore blooming time. 


Screen or plug old knotholes, 


crevices or other hiding places of 
codling moth larvae. Remove and 
bum broken crates, baskets, dis- 
carded sacks and rotten wood. In- 
clude any other material which 
larvae could enter. 


Screen the packing shed or plan 


to pack away from the orchard. 
Place all used crates, baskets and 
props in a screened building if 
shed is not 
made 
moth-tight, 


or store them in a building far 
removed from the orchard.

Big Corn Crops Are 


Huge Drain on Soil 


That heavy losses in soil fer- 


tility 
occur when 
large 
acre 


yields of corn are obtained has 
seen shown in experiments on the 
Morrow Plots on the University 
of Illinois campus, reports H. J. 
Snider, assistant chief, soil ex- 
periment 
fields, 
University 
of 


Illinois College of Agrciulture. 


A 100-bushel-an-acre yield of 


corn was found to contain 167 
pounds of nitrogen, 23 pounds of 
phosphorus and 115 pounds of 
potassium in the stalks, cobs and 
grain. To replace this fertility 
would cost $27.40 an acre at the 
present market price of these 
elements in ammonium sulfate, 
superphosphate and muriate of 
potash. 


In this test Snider points out 


that the grain and cob contain- 
ed 108 pounds of nitrogen, 
16 


pounds of phosphorus 
and 
35 


pounds of potassium. 
The value 


of these elements in the cob and 
grain would be S15.50 an acre. 
Cornstalks are usually left on the 
land, but the grain and cob are 
always removed.

War Production Board Prohibits 


Certain Uses of Electricity 


y As a means of conserving fuel on a nation-wide basis, the War Production 
Board has issued an order, dated January 15, 1945, which prohibits the use 
of electricity for the following purposes: 


"(1) Outdoor advertising and outdoor promotional lighting. 


"(2) Outdoor display lighting except where necessary for the con- 
duet of the business of outdoor establishments: 


"(3) Outdoor decorative and outdoor ornamental lighting; 


"(A) 
Show window lighting except where necessary for interior 


illumination; 


."(5) Marquee lighting in excess of 60 watts for each marquee: 


"(6) White way street lighting in excess of the amount determined 
by local public authority to be necessary for public safety. 


"(7) Outdoor sign lighting except for: (1) directional or identifica- 
tion signs required for fire and police protection, traffic control; 
transportation terminals or hospitals; or directional or identification 
signs for any similar essential public services the lighting of which 
is specifically certified to be necessary by local public authority; 
Certification shall be made in writing to the appropriate electric 
supplier and need not be in any particular form; (ii) Directional or 
identification signs usinr not more than 60 wafts per establish- 
ment, for doctors and ur hotels, and other public lodging 
establishments.'? 


As a supplier of electricity, the Illinois Northern Utilities Company is required to 


bring this order to the attention of all its customers using electricity for these purposcs. 


Thls order of the War Production Board is by its terms mandatory, effective February 


1, 1945, and places the responsibility for compliance upon the way of electricity. The 
War Production Board, however, urges voluntary compliance as "soon as possible. 


The order further requires that the Company notify any customer known by the 


Company to be in continued violation of the order after February 1. A copy of this 
notification must be sent to the District OiScc of the War Production Board- 


Hie War Production Board asks full cooperation of all users affected. The order pro- 


vides thai -wilful violation is subject to fine or imprisonment, and further provides that 
the Board upon determination of continued violation, may direct the suspension of 
service and prescribe the conditions under which sen-ice mzv be restored,

through error: through failure to 
understand the law. or through 
a failure to appreciate the real 
consequence of their conduct-" 


"Tile problem here is clearly 


a problem of education — educa- 
tion with respect to fact, and ed- 
ucation with respect to a stif- 
fening- of the sense of moral re- 
sponsibility." he said. 
"Here is 


a problem for our schools and 
churches and those who write for 
the public press to solve."
